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Your Decision 

In addition to the difficult task of selecting a new slate of 
G.O. officers this term, New Utrecht students will be faced 
with an even more vital decision: whether the practice of 
electing these officers semi-annually should be continued, 
or whether a new system calling for annual elections should 
be adopted. 

Those in favor of the latter proposition point out the 
fact that New Utrecht is one of the only schools in the 
city which still uses semi-annual elections. They claim that 
by the time the period of adjustment that follows an 
election is over, a new officer has little time to use the office 
to its full capacity. Thus, with semi-annual elections, by 
the time the new officers are first getting the feel of their 
new positions, their term has expired and the process 
starts all over again. Issue is made of the fact that the 
time and effort spent on the second campaign during the 
school year could be put to better use expanding the 
activities of the G.O. for the student body. 

The fact that the position of G.O. president is one of 
great prestige and should be made available to as many 
qualified students as possible is one of the major argu¬ 
ments of those in favor of the way in which the G.O. now 
functions. Also pointed out is that in a school which has 
two graduating classes it seems only natural that there 
be two sets of elected G.O. officers. Otherwise, qualified 
students in the January graduating class would not be 
allowed the right to run for any G.O. office in their senior 
year. 


It is the position of this paper that a high school general 
organization is of little value unless it is as smooth a 
working organization as possible, and is thus able to give 
the student body all of the benefits to which it is entitled. 
Since this seems more important than other considerations, 
we strongly urge the passing of the proposal calling for 
election of G.O. officers once a year.

We hope that you, as individuals, will look more deeply 
into this pending issue, and will vote as an informed stu¬ 
dent body, in both of these vital elections.

Time for Improvement 

To be guided toward successful careers, students require 
proper counseling during their high school years. This 
guidance must be in accordance with individual talents, 
interests, character, and personality, and should instruct 
the. student in his search for a secure future. The school 
system provides for such counseling to be administered to 
the high school student by the grade adviser. 

The total number of grade advisers is in part de¬ 
termined by the total number of teachers allotted to the 
school, which in turn is affected by budgetary allotments. 
As a result, to most of us, our grade adviser is a person 
whom we see once a term when our program is formulated. 
To the grade adviser, i he students often become mere marks 
on a record card—not people with individual interests, 
talents, and personalities. The weakness, however, lies not 
with the counselor, but rather with the system itself. 

Most students are unaware of the various duties per¬ 
formed by the grade adviser. Besides teaching four classes, 
“his responsibilities include: constant revisions of the stu¬ 
dent’s program for the following term, in accordance with 
first, second, and final marks; equalization changes to 
reduce overcrowding in subject classes; certification of 
summer school graduates; addition of summer school marks 
on course cards; recording of data indicating prospective 
graduates; recording of special classes; interviews with 
parents when necessary; a follow-up on students with trial 
courses; up-to-date accounts of changes in courses and 
requirements; review of the records of midterm transfers; 
rtlc ral of students to College Office, Vocational Guidance 
Office, or Scholarship Office; interviews with students at 
least once a year. These are only a portion of the jobs 
which the grade adviser must carry out for approximately 
360 students. Thus, the grade adviser’s function is primarily 
one of routine clerical duties in connection with program¬ 
ming and his original purpose as a personal counselor to 
the student is often defeated. 

In order for the grade adviser to be able to extend more 
time to the individual student a separate division devoted 
exclusively to programming should be established. In ad¬ 
dition, more grade advisers should be introduced into the 
school system, each with a limited number of students. 

The importance of a TRUE guidance counselor to high 
school students is clear. The age we live in offers varied 
opportunities, but one must find a career to fit his own 
traits; this can be done only with the help of some ex¬ 
perienced person. In view of the present situation, it is 
important that the city and the school take action now 
in order to meet the needs of students.
